For Their Wheat, Says 
Leader 


Calgary. Nov. It—•-To say that 
Alberu farmers have gone ‘on 
strike’ Is a gross mlarepreecntatloa 
of their poaltlnn.- remarked C. Rlce- 
Joncs. general manager of the United 
Grain Qrowera. In an lnter%iew here. 
“It U a deliberate attempt to put 
them In an entirely wrtmg light.** be 
continued. 

Mr. Rlce-Jonea stated that fanners 
had a perfect light to market their 
wheat lb such a way that they cpuld 
get the best possible price for It. dnd 
because they studied the market and 
because they refused to put all their 
on the market ai one time «>f 
the year, he could not see how any 
Interpretation could be placed on It 
as a “strike.** 

’The fact of ths matter Is.** he i 
' said, '•that before the price waa fixed | 
beenbse of conditions farmers were! 

; unable to avoid they were forced to | 
market a large portion of their wheat 
i IQ the Fall when the nrlce waa al¬ 
ways down, a conaldergple portion of i 
it. no doubt, passing into the hands 
' of speculators who held It until the 
I Spring .when they were able to srll 
I It at a conslderabls profit. It Is, 
therefore, very gratifying to see that 
the farmers this year art. aa far as 
they can, sending their wheal to 
market in such a way that they will 
be able to get tbs bast poaaibW pries 
for tu It Is not a qoestlbn of any 
organised plan that will mean that 
tha wheat will coat the c.>ri»umer a 
great deal mora. but to aave aa much 
of the real \'alue of the wheat for th# 
grower aa pooalble.** ^ 

Feel Markatlaf. 

' Referring to the question of tho 
co-oponuivo marketing of wheat. Mr. 
RIce-Jones stated that be thought 
this waa probably the moat important 
thing before tha farmers at the 
present time. Farmers should un¬ 
doubtedly control the ouirketlog of 
their wheel to the final consumer, bo 
said, through some system of pool 
marketing. 

He staled that the executive of the 
t'nlted Grain Growers had been 
working on a skeleton plan for some 
time and had dlscuaaed It at length 
with the officers of provincial larm- 
era’ associations. It waa h oped th4t 
the matter would bo In ouch a sh>'tpo 
that It might be pheed before the i 
'next annual nu-nn? «»f ih*- t’nlled 
Farmers of Alberta. 

“One feature that we consider es¬ 
sential to tho success of the schema, 
largely on account of the consider¬ 
able amount of money it would take 
to finance such a plan,** said Mr.
